Philadelphia, Feb. 13—(AP)— 


The immigration and naturaliza- 
tion service has ordered the depor- 
tation of Hans Eisler, Hollywood 
composer. 


Under the agency's order, an- 


nounced yesterday. Eisler—whose 
brother, Gerhart, has been de- 
scribed as the "No. 1 Communist 
in the United States"—was direct- 
ed to leave the country as soon 
as possible. 


A spokesman for the Immigra- 


tion Service said Hans Eisler will 
be permitted to go to any country 
o. his choice except those border- 
ing the United States. Jji Wash- 
ington, a spokesman for the jus- 
tice department said that Eisler 
is expected to leave the U. S. Feb. 
16. 


The deportation order came 


-after an immigration hearing in 
New York into a charge that Hans 
Eisler, who came to the U. S. 
from Germany in 1941, 
was 
a 


member in Germany of a group 
advocating the violent overthrow 
of the U. S. government. 


Gerhart In Custody 


Gerhart Eisler, 
convicted 
of 


making false statements in a 
passport statement, is being held 
at Ellis Island, New York, in a 
deportation proceeding. 


The deportation of Hans Eisler 


was recommended last September 
by the house committee on un- 
American activities, contending the 
composer admitted in testimony 
that he had been a member of the 
German communist party. 


Eisler, however, declared in a 


news conference recently that' he 
told the house group he had ap- 
plied for membership in the Ger- 
man communist party in 1926 but 
that his application was rejected. 


Hans Eisler, who is at liberty 


under bail, was arrested in Los 
Angeles last October on a depor- 
tation warrant charging him with 
obtaining an entry permit to the 
U. S. through misrepresentation.

The Power of the Holy Spirit 


Scripture: John 14:26; Act* 3:1-4; 4:81; GaUtlan* 5:22-26 


BY WILLIAM E. GILROY, D. D. 
It is one thing to have a formal 
and intellectual belief 
in Chris- 
tianity, and to accept 
its tenets 
in a general way, possibly to at- 
tend church regularly, and to con- 
form in an outward way with the 
conventional demands of religion. 
It is much more, if not another 
thing-, to have the power of what 
irngfht be called a God-filled life. 
This, indeed, is precisely what 
the 
New Testament, 
in many 
places, sets forth as the possible 
richest endowment of the Chris- 
tian. Paul's prayer for his fellow- 
Christians (Ephesianis 3:19) was 
that they "might be filled 
with 
all the 
fullness 
of God"; 
and 
Peter (n Peter 1:4 wrote of be- 
ing "partakers of the divine na- 
ture." 


Jesus spoke of a special en- 
dowment of the 
Spirit, 
a Com- 
forter who would come, following 
His 
death and resurrection, and 
bring to 
the 
disciples' remem- 
brance the things that He had 
said to them. Then came the ex- 
perience on the Day of Pentecost 
when a power and influence that 
the 
disciples had not known be- 


fore was manifest, accompanied 
by remarkable signs and wondeis. 
especially 
the "speaking 
with 


tongues." But most notable was 
the sermon by Peter, who 
had 
lately denied his 
Lord, but who 


now. under the power of the Spir- 
it, spoke with such com age and 
directness that 
verted. 
3000 were con-

and, 
above all, 
love, were the 
abiding and essential elements in 
the 
Christian, for the absence of 
which no speaking with tongues, 
or wonder-working gift of mir- 
acles, could atone 
(see I Corin- 
thians 13). 
But there has been a 
great tendency in religious circles 
to associate 
the 
presence 
and 
working of the Holy Spirit with 
unusual inanifestations 
and ex- 
periences 
of 
ecstacy, 
often 
amounting to hysteria. 


However much those of a stoical 
disposition may conceal it, 
there 


can hardly be a great experience 
of religion without deep emotion. 
But emotion, and ecstatic experi- 
ences, without relation to char- 
acter and action, can be of 
no 
real religious value, and in them- 
selves they give no evidence of 
the Holy Spirit's presence and 
power. 


The evidence of the Spirit's en- 
dowment 
arc 
much 
more leal 
and solid. 
Paul lists'them very 
specifically 
in the "fruit of the 
Spirit," which, he says (Galatians 
5:22-23), is love, joy, peace, long- 
suffering, 
gentleness, 
goodness, 


faith, meekness, temperance." 


Compare these 
evidences with 
the similar sum in addition given 
by Peter, another authority on 
the Spirit-filled life, in II Peter 
1:5-7. And Peter sums it all up: 
"For if these things be 
in you, 
and abound, they make you that 
ye shall neither be barren nor un- 
fruitful in the knowledge of oui 
Lord Jesus Christ."

Notice to All Voters 


of Lee County! 


1. If you have not registered for voting under the Permanent 


Registration act, be sure to do so at once at the office of the 
County Clerk in the court house in Dixon. 


2. AH young men and women who have attained the age of 21 


since Nov. 5, 1946, or who will reach the age of 21 on or before 
April 13, 1948, and have not registered must do so at once 


3. All registered voters who have changed residence from one 


location to another within the same precinct or from one precinct 
or township to another within the county, must have registration 
ti ansfcrred to new location by making application at the County 
Clerk's office in person. 


4. Registration cards cannot be transferred from one county to 


another. When a registered voter moves from one county to an- 
other, they must register anew in the county where they now re- 
side. 


5. Any registered voter who changed his or her name by mar- 


riage or otherwise is required to register anew. 


6. All men or women who have been discharged or are still in 


military or naval service must register unless they had registered 
prior to entering service or while in service, and their address 
is the same as when previously registered. 


7. Qualifications of a voter are that they must be a citizen, (na- 


tive born or naturalized), of the age of 21 on or before April 13th, 
1948, a resident of the state for one year, the county, ninety days, 
and the election precinct, thirty days, and REGISTERED. 


8. There will not be any registration days in the various pre- 


cincts in the county prior to the primary election. 


9. Monday, March 15, 1948, is the last day to register or make 


transfer, if necessary, at the County Clerk's office. Registration 
automatically closes 28 days prior to any election.

Pr. C. O. Houle, dean of the 


University of 
Chicago's 
down- 


town college, told a Lincoln' Day 
dinner audience at the Masonic 
Temple last night that "this town 
can do anything it wants to", 
and suggested, that it make its 
library a "real force" in the com- 
munity. 


"A real community library is 


not accomplished overnight," he 
warned, "but is a goal achieved 
gradually only through desire." 


H« auggested that civic, pat- 


riotic, 
business 
and 
fraternal 


groups should use the library, 
not simply support it, and co- 
operate with the library board. 


Dr. Houle spoke before approxi- 


mately 150 people at a dinner 
sponsored by the Friends of the 
Dixon Library committee as a 
part of its drive for funds for 
the Dixon public library. 


Betterment Through Adult* 
Pointing out that in 1940 sev- 


enty per cent of Dixon's popu- 
lation was composed of persons 
21 years of age or older. Dr. Houle 
•aid that if the community was 
to grow better, it must do so 
mamiy through its adult popula- 
tion, thus placing the burde- 
mainly upon the library and not 
the schools. 


He also revealed that the aver- 


age Dixonite has had d% grades 
of school work, above the eighth 
grade national average. 


Dr. Houle, chosen last year as 


the outstanding young man in 
Chicago, said that the normal 
individual's capacity for learning 
is at its peak between the ages 
of 20 and 45, that after that 
period it gradually recedes to the 
level prevailing at 14 years of 
age. 


He cited Abraham Lincoln as 


a man who became great through 
reading and study and as a man 
who believed in the 
value of 
books. 


Libraries In Five Classes 


He also classed libraries in five 


types: those which keep docu- 
ments and records; those trying 
to serve the needs of the people, 
providing the books they want; 
those trying to serve the needs of 
organizations, such as 
farmers 


and industrial groups, and those 
attempting 
to 
direct 
reading 


along purposeful lines, a type 
which he said can become an 
enormous force in Improving a 
community.

Mayor J. Fred Hofmann in- 


troduced Dr. Houle, while Com- 
missioner George Lindquist serv- 
ed as master of ceremonies. 


The .Rev. Merrill Tope, pastor

Catching Cancer 
Early Is Object of 


Michigan County 


Hillsdale, Mich.—(AP)—A new 


step m cancer control, a county- 
wide piogram to catch some can- 
cer cases early, is underway in 
Hillsdale county, Mich. 


Cancer now is second only to 


in the United States, and is the 
leading cause of death among 
women of middle age. The best 
chances of curing the cancers, by 
surgery or radiation, are when 
they are detected early. 


Every woman m the county 40 


years of age or older will be asked 
to have an examination made for 
cancer of the skin, breast, uterus 
of rectum. 


Thpse are the four most pre- 


valent sites or types of cancer, and 
they can be detected more easily 
than other kinds. 
In 
the 185 


American cancer detection clinics 
established so far, four times as 
much cancer has been found in 
these four sites in women over 40 
than in any other site or ages. 


Complete records will be kept 


by Mrs. Louise Aldrich. a staff 
member of the countv health de- 
partment .and executive secretary 
of the Michigan Cancer society. 
Every six months she will notify 
the women to have the examina- 
tions repeated. For cancer can de- 
velop quickly. 


Younger women, and men also, 


may take the examinations. But 
the statistics on women over 40 
may help show what ran be done 
by early di.scovory of cancer in 
bringing down the death toll. 


Hillsdale county was chosen for 


the experiment partly bocause it 
has a small population—29,000— 
but mainly because it has an out- 
standing health dopartment. Dr. 
George F. Moench, county health 
director, was an active promoter 
of the program, working with the 
Michigan Cancer Control com- 
mittee and 
encouraging county 


doctors to participate.

Senator Young (R-ND) said he 


thinks this provision in a foreign 
aid bill pased last December is one 
of Uie reasons for .the sharp break 
m gram prices. 


He said it forces foreign buyers 


to look for wheat in other ex- 
porting countries when U. S. sup- 
plies fall to the fixed level. That, 
he declared, tends to shut Ameri- 
can producers out of the world 
market and depress prices in this 
country. 


Young said 
congress 
should 


investigate the motives of officials ' 
of all four major commodity ex- 
changes who supported the reserve 
requirement before it was adopted. 


Helps. Speculators 


The automatic ban on exports, 


he said, (1) helps speculators who 
gamble on a drop in the cost of 
wheat and (2) penalizes U. S. 
farmers. 


The North Dakotan gave his 


views in a statement explaining 
a bill he has piepared with Sena- 
tor Bushifeld fR-SD) to wipe out 
the wheat carry-over clause. 


"Carry-over" is the portion of 


a crop held in storage from one 
crop year to the next, excluding 
seed. 
The 150,000,000-bushel re- 


quirement was written into the 
stopgap foreign aid bill passed at 
the 1947 special session. 


Young said it is working out as 


"unreasonable, unfair and discrim- 
inatory" to the American farmer 
and may prove "disastrous." 


"The fact that representatives 


of the four major exchanges last 
fall presented 
almost 
identical 


testimony in favor

carry-over makes me think their 
cooperation may be more 
than 


coincidental," Young said.

Missing Report on 
Health of Navajo 


Indians Is Sought 


Washington, Feb. 13—(AP)— 


Secretary of the Interior Krug has 
asked the American Medical as 
sociation • to try to find a long- 
mis«ing' report on the health of I 
vajo Indians. 


The report supposedly expands 


upon observations in the AMA 
Journal that: 


1. The Navajo reservation in Is 
Tev> 


Mexico and Arizona is a "danger- 
ous reservoir of communicable dis- 
eases, especially tuberculosis." 


2. Reservation 
hospital death 


rates are hig-h, yet half the beds 
are occupied by patients who do 
not need hospital care. 


3. Except at two hospitals, pa- 


tients are receiving inadequate 
medical care "due to poorly quali- 
fied and insufficient medical per- 
sonnel." 


4. No more hospitals should be 


built "until the present facilities 
—the poorest of which are as good 
or better than the averag-e for ru- 
ral people throughout the country 
—are used effectively and to ca- 
pacity." 


The Journal article, signed by 


Dr. Orzo T. Woods of Dallas, said 
the Navajo hospitals should be 
"reduced in number, enlarged, and 
better service rendered." 


Dr. Woods was head of an AMA 


team from Southwestern Medical 
college which the interior depart- 
ment sent to the nation's largest 
reservation last summer to survey 
health conditions. 


Carlton Skinner, interior depart- 


ment press chief, said the depart- 
ment returned Woods' brief report 
—later published by the Journal— 
because it was "too sketchy." 


Asked for a more detailed ac- 


count, Skinner said, Woods replied 
he had sent a full report to AMA 
headquarters at Chicago.

seemed to have lost the report," 
Skinner added. 


"We have asked Dr. Woods to 


try to get us another copy. We 
are still waiting for it."

plight. Chiang told his lieutenants 
at a dinner that "this year will be 
better than the last," but ap- 
parently he was wise enough to 
let this non-committal remark lie 
where it fell. 


The cold fact is that the coun- 


try's economy has been blown 
to smithereens. It's so bad that 
the experts can't give an intelig- 
ble estimate of the disaster. People 
continue to die of starvation. 
The 


inflation is as crazy as the mad 
hatter. 


This frightful economic disrup- 


tion is in part a reflection of the 
political mess. 
Chiang has to 


struggle 
with 
powerful 
forces 


which make it impossible to estab- 
lish an efficient government. War 
lords and other vested interests 
continue to put self before country, 
with disastrous results. 


Position is Desperate 


Small wonder that the Chinese 


Communist rebels have been mak- 
ing a field day of this politico- 
economic collapse which inevitably 
has crippled 
Chiang's 
military 


efforts to crush the rebellion. The 
position of the government as re- 
gards Manchuria is close to des- 
perate, and to me that connotes 
near 
hoplessness. 
The 
Chinese 


Communists are in control of the 
great and rich country, and we can 
at least say 'that it will be a 
military marvel if Chiang can re- 
gain it. 


Worse yet, there is a heavy exo- 


dus from cities which are threat- 
ened by the Communists in north- 
ern China. 
In fact, the govern- 


ment's position 
north 
of 
the 


Yangtse river 
through 
central 


China is bad generally. 


If the Chinese Communists are 


able to consolidate their hold on 
Manchuria, what have you ? Well, 
obviously you have a separate 
state, for one thing. But that's 
far from being the whole story. 


Charge Runs Interference 


Chiang's g o v e r n m e n t has 


charged that Russia has been 
giving the Chinese Reds material 
help in their rebellion. 
Of course 


that charge hag to be proved, but 
if it is true (and neutral observers 
generally accept 
it) 
Manchuria 


would become another satellite of 
Moscow. This woul.d multiply the 
already vast influence of the Soviet' 
union in the Far East so that she 
might be the dominant power in 
that part of the world. 


Recognition of 
China's 
great 


need is seen in the U. S. State de- 
partment's request to the senate 
foreign relations committee for 
an increase in 
the 
fund 
for 


Chinese aid. The new estimate is 
for $570,000,000. 


Naturally 
$570,000,000

won't save China. As a matter of 
fact, the problem is so vast that 
nobody knows whether it can be 
solved by money. Some close ob- 
servers point out that China has
